St. Louis coal operators have more de- 
mands for their product than can be sup- 
plied. Consumers are ordering coal at a 
rate much more rapid than it can be de- 
livered. All of the street railway com- 
anies and other institutiong that use coal 
n producing power, are concentrating their 
mart at f in an effort to lay ina supply that 
will tide them over the strike period. 

The Lindell Railway Company's power 
plants have an average consumption of five 
car loads of coal daily. Since last Tuesday 
the Lindell people have had 120 car loads: 
delivered to them. Still they are demanding 
more. They will take all they can get. 
This is only one illustration. 

Other concerns are doing likewise. Then 
comes the retail coal dealer. He wants to 
lay in a stock while he can. And there is 
the individual consumer—the thrifty fellow 
with foresight. He fears that prices will be 
sky high next winter and he wants to fix 
himself with fuel for the winter months be- 
fore the advance in price becomes effective. 

G. ’. MeCormick, sales agent for the 

Madison Coal Co., is one of the busiest 
men in town. “I never saw a greater cry 
for coal,” said he to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “The telephone is jingling all day, 
and every jingle means an order. 
“The people are scared. They want coal 
while it can be had. Power plants that 
usually consume one car a day are now 
ordering five cars, and so on up.’ 
“Have you advanced prices?” the reporter 
asked. 

“No, not yet. The eater part of the 
coal we are now delivering is on contract— 
a certain price being stipulated. Of course 
prices will go up as a natural result of the 
strike if it continues to any extent. But 
that stage of the game as not been 
reached. Our miners have notified us from 
our mines at Mount Olive, Glen Carbon and 
Pdwardsville, Dl, that sy ! will not strike 
unless they are forced to do so. I cannot 
tell what the result wil) be.’’ 

J. C. Simpson, Vice-President and Gen- 
eral Manager of the Coneolidated Coal Co., 
said Saturday morning that it was not pos- 
sible at this time to say to what extent 
the strike will reach. ‘‘The operators can- 
not forecast the situation with any degree 
of certainty,” he said, “and it is more than 
doubtful whether the leaders of the miners 
themselves can do so.

STRIKE AT GRAFTON QUARRY. 


Men Refused $1.25 a Day to Handle 
Rip-Rap. 

The Grafton Quarry Co. at Grafton, IIl., 
has a strike on its hands and the quarries 
may be closed indefinitely. The quarrymen 
of building stone had been getting $1.0 a 
day up to a few days ago, when the company 
concluded to stop work on that line for a 
time, 


Several weeks ago the company hired a 
number of men to get out rip-rap for the 
Government, paying $1.25 a day, and when 
building quarrying was stopped the old men 
were told they could go at rip-rap work at 
what the new men were receiving. They re- 
fused to do so, and the result was all of the 
men, to the number of seventy-five, went on 
strike, including the rip-rap workers. 

J. S. Roper of 415 Locust street, Secretary 
of the Grafton Quarry Co., said Saturday: 
“When I was at the quarry: Wednesday 
evening everything was working along 
nicely. The rip-rap men were perfectly will- 
ing to work at $1.25 a day, and IJ told the 
building quarrymen that they could go to 
work at the same price until more building 
stone was to be quarried, and then they 
would get $1.50 as heretofore. They gave me 
to understand that was agreeable, but this 
et tang I hear they have walked out and 
taken the rip-rap men with them. 

“We have a contract with the Govern- 
ment,. which pays for the handling of 
this rip-rap 75 cents a day and board. 
Last , year the Government paid $1 
a day and board. We can’t afford to 
get the “>-rep out and put it on barges for 
more than $1,25 to employes, and if the 
Government reduces its wage scale 25 cents 
a day I don’t see why individuals should be 
expected to pay more. 

‘“‘We will put more men to work at once. 
The strike is not in obedience to the generul 
order that I see has been promulgated for

The Amendment Withdrawn by Al- 
lison and It Will Probably 
Not Figure Further. 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—When the Sen- 
ate met to-day there was Ilttle evidence 
that the close of the long and arduous tar- 
iff debate was near at hand, with a pos- 
sibility of the final vote late to-day. The 
attendance in the galleries was no greater 
than usual and during the opening hours 
there was conelderably less than a quorum, 

The chaplain’s prayer referred to the an- 
niversary of our nation’s birth and the 
profound significance of that event in the 
civilization of the world. 

A resolution was agreed to calling pn the 
Secretary of the Interior for the names 
and political affiliation of Pension examin- 
ers in the field recently dismissed, Mr. 
Gallinger of New Hampshire secured an 
amendment extending the inquiry to those 
dismissed from March 4, 1893, to July 1, 
1893. 

The tariff bill was then taken up and Mr.

Jones. ““There must be time to look into it.” 

“Certainly,” responded Mr. Allison. 
“There is no purpose to hurry it.”

purpose, was to increase the production of 
sugar beets and the makin, of sugar there- 
from, as these beets could be grown as well 
in this count as abroad.

SHE INSULTS THE QUEEN. 


Lady Mayoress of London’s Husband 
Did Not Get a New Title. 


Among all the heart-burnings called forth 
by Queen Victoria's list of jubilee honors 
and dignities few were more severe than 
those at the Mansion House, and many 


people will ascribe to resentment rather 
than to mere solecism the extraordinary 
breach of courtesy of the Lady Mayoress 
when she failed to kiss the hand of the 
Queen, who stopped the royal procession a 
few minutes in front of the Mans'on House 
expressly to say a few words to the spouse 
of the Chief Magistrate of London. 

Those who ascribe the neglect of the Lady 
Mayoress to the presumption that she was 
flustered or to lack of knowledge of social 
usages are wrong. Unlike thelr predeces- 
sors in office, Sir Faudel and Lady Phillips 
both are, and have been all along, in what 
is known as London society. The mansion 
of Lady Phillips, in Grosvenor Gardens, 
has for years enjoyed the reputation of be- 

g one of the most hospitable In the West 
ind. the enterta'nments of its m'stress be- 
ing frequently honored by English and for- 
eign royalty, while the visiting list of Lady 
Phillips comprises the names of the grand- 
est and emartest leaders of the London 


world. 

Lady Phillips, therefore, had sufficient ac- 
quaintance with society to know exactly 
what courtesy and etiquette required when 
the pucen extended her hand to be kissed, 
and ft is impossible to believe that so ex- 

erienced a woman of the world should 
have lost her presence of mind sufficiently 
to make so very bad a break. 

The fact is the Lady Mayoress, like her 
husband and all her relatives, had been 
very positive that the Queen would confer 
@& peerage upon the Lord Mayor at the 
jub lee, and the matter was discussed and 
accepted as an established fact, not only 
by alt the friends and acquaintances of the 
Lord and Lady Mayoress, but also by the 
press. Great, therefore, was the disap- 
pointment and mortification when it be- 
came known that the sovereign, instead of 
raising the Lord Mayor to a seat in the 
House of Lords, had conferred upon him 
a ‘baronetcy, that is to Bay, a mesonteary 
knighthood, the only advantage of whch 
is that it enables its holder to prefix ‘‘Sir°’ 
instead of “Mr.”’ to his Christian name and 
to have his wife addressed as ‘“My lady..’ 

Now baronetcies have for many years 
op: been conferred on almost every Lord 

ayor of London on the termination of his 
twelve months of office. Indeed, of’ the 
sixteen civic dignitaries now living who 
have held the office of Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don, only two are without handles to their 
names, all the others being elther knights 
or baronets, omer the latter. 

Lord Mayor Ph Vins. however, has been 
so lavish since he took up his official resi- 
dence in the Mansion House, has taken so 
active a part in all the various ph lan- 
thropic schemes of the crown and of the 
royal family, and relied so much upon his 
own intimacy with royal personages and 
Cabinet Ministers and upon his wife being 
the sister of the proprietor of the London 
Daily Telegraph, that he felt convinced, ag 
did every one else, that he would be hon- 
ored with somethifig better than a mere 
baronetcy.

FALSIFIED FREIGHT BILLS. 


Young Man Belongs to a Respected 
Family, but Had a Weakness 
for Horse Racing.

There was suppressed excitement on 


North Third street Baturday morning when j, 


it was noised among the Italian commission 
merchants and fruit dealers that Frank I. 
Cafferata had been arrested as an embez- 
zler. . 

Cafferata is a member of one of the most 
prominent Italian families in St. Louis, 
His father, now dead, was a wealthy whole- 
sale fruit dealer. 

Cafferata was arrested by a Deputy 
Sheriff Friday night on complaint of Natoli 
Bros., commission merchants by whom he 
was employed as a bookkeeper. Gaetano 
Natolil, who swore to the information, 
thinks that Cafferata stole about $3,000 dur- 
ing the thirteen months he worked for the 
firm. 

It was part of Cafferata’s duty to pay 
the freight bills for fruit shipped to the 


firm. These payments were not recorded 
in the regular books of the firm. All that 
showed for the amount of freight paid were 
slips made out by Cafferata. 

Natoli Bros. say that-these slips were 
systematically falsified. Cafferata, they 
say, would make out a slip showing a 
larger amount than the actual freight 
charges oh a consignment of freight. le 
would get the amount of money called for 
from the money drawer, pay the freight and 
keep the remainder. 

Cafferata’s books showed no _ irregular- 
ities. The freight slips were balanced with 
the cash on hand, and the amounts on their 
face did not go into the ledger. In this way 
Cafferata was enabled to keep his books 
straight despite the constantly growing 
shortage. 

The peculations were discovered acci- 
dentally when Natoli Bros, desired to use 
some of their money to meet payments on 
a note. 

This was a month ago. The Natolis were 
surprised to find that there was not enough 
money on hand to meet the payments, 

Cafferata was confronted with this fact. 
He said the firm was giving too much 
credit. 

An investigation by an expert was quletly 
conducted with the result.that Cafferata 
was arrested at his home, 2307 Park avenue, 
Friday night. He was released on a bond 
ae by his mother, Mrs. Mary Cafferata 
of 1007 North Twenty-third street. 

Cafferata is about 32 years old. He is a 
man of striking appearance and was a gen- 
eral favorite on Third street. 

His father, Frank Cafferata, operated a 
large wholesale fruit house at Third and 
Morgan streets for nearly thirty years. 

For several years before the firm faltled, 
Frank and his brother, Angelo, were mem- 
bers of the company. 

Cafferata could not be found Saturday 
morning. At his home it was sgid that 
both he and his wife were out.

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WASHINGTON, D..C., July 3.—Following 
is the most important portion: of Secretary 
Sherman's answer to Japan's protest 
against the annexation of Hawall by the 
United States. After quoting the grounds on 
which Japan made its protest, the Secretary 
of State says: 

This recital is of itself proof that your 
Government has misapprehended the etate- 
ments and assurances contained In my note 
and in its relation to the treaty question 
involved, strongly suggests confusion be- 
tween the formal stipulations of treaties 
and the vested righte which the subjects of 
one country may acquire jn another under 
treaty or the law of the land. The prin- 
ciple of public law, whereby the existing 
treaties of a State cease upon its incorpora- 
tion into another State, is well defined by 
Halleck, who says: : 

“But the obligations of treaties, even 
where some of their stipulations are In 
terms perpetual, expire in case elther of 
the contracting parties loses its existence 
as an independent State, or in case its in- 
ternal constitution Is so changed as to ren- 
der the treaty inapplicaole to che new con- 
dition of things. 

“The question concerns the absolute union 
of two states whereby one ceases to exist 
and becomes merged in the body politic of 
the other. The history of Europe, America, 
of the whole world, is full of examples from 
remote periods to our own days, where in- 
dependent states have ceased to be such 
through constrained or voluntary absorp- 
tion by another, with attendant extinction 
of their former treaties with other 
states. It needs no stipulation in 


a formal annexation treaty to work 
this result, for it attends de facto annexa- 
tion, however accomplished. The forcible 
incorporation of Hanover into the Prussian 
Kingdom instantly destroyed prev | 
ovarian treaties.

HAVANA IN PERII. 


Weyler Prepares for Bloody War in 
Cities—Pretty Girls’ Fate. 


HAVANA, July 3.—Dispatches: have been 
sent to Gen. Weyler in Santiago de Cuba re- 


questing him to return to Havana as soon as 


possible. The Spanish authorities regard the 
situation here as very grave. 

Considerable anxiety is manifest among 
the Spanish here over the strong military 
measures taken in be to prevent an up- 
rising against the collection of the new war 
taxes levied for the purpose of continuing 
the contest In Cuba.

They also captured a train loaded with am- 
munition and supplies and $5,000 in silver. in 
Matanzas Spanish guerrillas rounded up a 
camp of pacificos, took out the best looking 
of the women and girls, some twenty-nine 
in number, and then coolly tied the others 
to trees and used them as targets. One favor- 
ite method was to see how many shots a 
“target” would stand without being killed, 
the guerrilla who succeeded in planting the 
most bullets in the least vulnerable part be- 
ing greeted ag the best marksman. The wom- 
en were then turned over to the band and 
their fate is well known. 

The charge made by the Cubans that Gen, 
Ruis Rivera is dying of poison, administered 
to him while he was in the Cabanas fortress, 
is gaining general credence.

LOUIS PASSES AWAY. 


HIS DEATH WAS CAUSED BY THE 
.HEAT. 


How He Shot at a Motorman for Run- 
ning Into His Buggy Near 
the City Hall. 


Ira Stanbery, one of the landmarks of 8t. 
Louis, is dead. He went to his home, 3108 
Clifton place, Thursday night and com- 
plained that the heat haé affected him 
strangely. He read himself to sleep as usual, 


and told atories of old times to his wife. 


He sank into a peaceful slumber about 2 


o’clock in the morning. 

When his wife called him the next morn- 
ing he failed to respond, and it was dlis- 
covered that he was unconscious. Dr. W. 
G. Moore was hastily summoned, and at 
once saw that the case was critical. Every 
known remedy was applied, but Mr. Stan- 
berry never recovered consciousness, and his 
life ebbed away at 3 o'clock Friday after. 


noon, 
Ira Stanbery had seen St. Louis grow from 
a village to a magnificent city. He had a 


wider local acquaintance in all walks of 
life probably than any other man in town. 
He knew the history of every street corner, 
and could recall] the time when down-town 
blocks were farms where produce for the 
consumption of St. Louis citizeris was raised. 
He was born near vege O., seventy- 
seven years ago. After he had received a 
meager education at the public schools he 
became ambitious. When he was 17 years 
old 6 dull farm life in Ohio became nar- 
row for him. His eyes turned to the West. 

St/ Louls was then the most promising 
town west of New York. Stanbery had 
no money, and he worked his passage to 
St. Louis in 1887. 

Fourth street was then the western ter- 
minus of the city. The north and south 
lines were short. St. Louis was a small 
town. Young Stanbery lost no time in 
securing work. He was employed by vari- 
ous firms in different capacities. Finally he 
entered the employ of Calhoun, Bterling & 
Co. as a clerk. 

He remained there until 1860, when he 
started in the wholesale saddiéery business 
for himself on Main street, between Vine 
and Locust. His first book-keeper was 
Congressman Seth W. Cobb, who attributes 
much of his success in life to the advice 
and training he received from Mr. Stanbery. 
For a time the business prospered. When 
the panic of '73 set in, however, Mr. Stan- 
bery was unable to tide over the evil hour 
and made an-.assignment. 


erty and he was obliged to begin life anew. 
He still had the same pluck which sent him 
away from the farm in his youth. Though 
he was more than 8 years old he set to 
work with the vigor of a young man as a 
jewelry canvasser and selling the city trade 
on his own account. His acquaintance was 
s0 large that he was successful in this, his 
chief customers being the police and fire- 
men. He was engaged in the work the day 
before he died. 

Mr. Stanbery was very proud of the fact 
that he was the oldest of the three survivors 
of the volunteer fire department. The other 
two were great cronies of his and ‘they 
often used to dine together and talk over 
the old volumteer days when it was the 

roudest boast of a young man to say that 

e “ran with the machine.”’ 

Of late years Mr. Stanbery wae somewhat 
ilrascible. An instance of this occurred about 
two months ago. He was driving along 
Twelfth street, near the City Ha ut when 
his buggy was blocked by a coal wagon in 
front o im on the car tracks. He wat : 
his-horse. Suddenly the hind wheels of h 
buggy went up fin the air and his horse w -r 
forced against the coal wagon and the har- 
ness broken. 

Stanbery looked behind him and saw that 
a street car was forcing his buggy forward 
and that his hind wheels were on the fender. 
The motorman, John Evarts, was grinning 
at him and seemed to think that he had 
played a capital joke. The old man always 
carrjed a revolver, as he was accustomed to 
ha valuable jewelry in his possession. 

Hie sent a ball through the trousers of the 
motorman, The bullet struck a bunch of 
keys and: glanced away without doing any 

a 


rm. 

‘Has a citizen no rights which the street 
car men are beund to respect?’ asked Stan- 
bery of the policeman who arrested him. 
There was no prosecution. 

Mr. Stanbery was married to Miss Caroline 
Dings of St. Louis more than fifty years ago. 
She survives him. He had two sons, Ira, 
who died in 1892, and Frederick, who is en- 
gaged in the glass and queensware business. 
Arrangements for the funeral have not been 
completed.

HIS ASSISTANTS IMPLICATED. 


Staff of the “News Letter” Will Be 
Tried for Attempting to Gouge

Among the indictments contained itn the

It was while 
experimenting to perfect this machine that 
he stumbled upon thought photography. 

Mr. Emnner has succeeded in taking pic- 
tures, not only of the people whose bodies 
were abeent and who were present in 
thought only, but of the thoughts of the 
sitter, thus proving that the mind can cre- 
ate images which are tangible to the sen- 
sitized plate. Believing that thoughts might 
be photographed as well as recorded on a 
eylinder, Mr. Emnner continued to experi- 
ment till many successes proved the truth 
of his theory. 

One of the most remarkable pictures se- 
cured is that of Mohammed, which was tak- 
en by requesting a lady sitter to fix her mind 
upon Mohammed as she had formed a men- 
tal picture of him.

Physiology shows us that this bright 
zone corresponds with a small orga @ which 
forms a part ofiall the long bones and 
active agent of growth it, 
This organ produces the bony sub- 
“nee. Intercalated between the body 
Al its extremities, it is composed of a tis- 
ie less compact and less caytilaginous. It 
) the seat of an active working and, by 
rroducing bony layeré, it determines the 
engthening of the bones. When the func-

eral’ calcareous substances. The radio- 
graph has shown that it then becomes 
opaque. Thencefoyth further growth Is no

Dr. Springer says that a large number 
of hereditary troubles or diseases of in-

he radiograph, the state of the organ of 
growth, which presents different aspects 
in disease, may be established. But this 
further enables the diagnosis 
of the cause of stoppage of growth in dif- 
fieult cases to be facilitated. The physi- 
clan in possession of this radiographic doc- 
ument is able to say whether further 
Growth is possible, 

This being the case, how is the treat- 
ment to be determined? A certain num- 
ber of tonic medicines favor development, 
vut the best results are obtained by the 
habitual use of decoctions of cereals.

BRarnacles never depend upon themselves 
for support, except when they are very 
young. All of them tn their mature state 
are attached to objects of various kinds, 
as rocks, seaweeds, shipdocks or to other 
animals4 Some are found on the skin of 
whales; some in the flesh of «harks. 

There are a number of kinds ef barnacles, 
according to scientists who have made a 
study of them. They are, according to 
these gentlemen, either pedunu'‘ated or ses- 


siie. The former are supported ona flexible 


stalk, while the others are without a 
Stalk. 

Barnacles look very much like mollusks, 
but the-sclentists declare that this like- 
ness is chiefly external. The gilis, they say, 
occupy the same relative position as in 
crustaceous, but te veration of the blood 
is also effected in the limbs, of which there 
are six pairs on cach side, each composed 
of many points and fringed with stiff hairs. 
The limbs nearest the mouth are short and 
form a sort of net for the capture of mi- 
nute animals, being’ necessarily thrown out 


from a lateral opening, and drawn in agatn 
in such a manner as to convey to the mouth 
any prey which they may have 
caught. The maleg age very small in com-
